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GEORGE MACDONALD,
The *“‘coming man” in the fleld of fiction
. is believed to be George MacDonald, and as
his writings are beginning to largely engage
the attention of the reading publie, the fol.
Yowing critical nolice of his works by Samuel
W. Duffield will ba read with interest: —

In something less than three years we have
become nequainted with a new name in lite-
rature. It has drifted to us across the Atlan.
tie, and with it has come a vague hint of a
personality whereof in future we may know
more, The works of this hand and brain are
maivly in a poetical prose, with an ooccasional
relapre into verse. His books sell largely,
and he is better known as ‘‘the author of
‘Annals of a Quiet Neighborhood'" than as
George MacDonald.

Lately he appears among us as the editor of
Good Words for the Young, always, however,
forgetting the prefix ‘‘Rev.,” and carrying

that balancing “LL.D." as “*the deaigon” of |

his own Robert Faleoner earried the weight
which steadied her in mid-air. We hear of
him a8 a tall man, of earnest demeanor and
shaggy beard, proclaiming now and then in
clear and forcible speech his own pecnliar
doetrines of “‘rightoonsness, temporance, and
judgment to come.” Ho is reputed to have
the ear of his andience on these rare oooa-
sions, and certainly, if the hamanity of his
books is n test, he deserves it.

As for brek as *‘Phantastes, a Faery Ro-
mance,’’ his imaginative style seems to have
begun., “*Within and Without,” a poem of
about the same date. shows morva deliberate
thonght—perhaps more metaphysics fhan
peotry. DButl these two books, which were at
the beginning of his fame (if indeod he had
nu share in the composition of ‘“The Green

Hand, a Short Yarn"), have been entirely dis- |

placed to American readers by other and more
mature productions.

First, wo hed as reprints ““Alec Forbes of
Howglen,” and “*Guild Court, a Louodon
Story."”

To these suceeeded the importation of
“The Disciple and Other Poems,” another
volume entitled **Unspoken Sermons,” and
the “Annuls of a Quiet Neighborhood,™ witL
its sequel, “*The Seaboard Parish.” Next
eame **David Elginbrod” and ‘“‘Robert Fal-
coner,” both  reprints; and current
litersture was at the same date re-
freshed by a series of articles on the
“Mirucles of Onr Lord,” in the Sunday
Magazine, and by *“*Raenald DBannerman’s
Boyhood,” and **At the Back of the North
Wind," in Geod Words for the Young.

In attendance upon these, Mr. MacDonald
sent forth a volnwe of the Sunday Library,
uniform with Charles Kiogsley's ‘‘Hermits"
and Miss Yonge's “Pupils of St. John the
Divine,” which was styled ““England’s Anti-
phon.” Ttisa most important contribution
to onr knowledge of the singers and songs of
the English Church.

In uil thess books there is a vein of con-
sistent, fresh, original thought, often ex-
pressed in language extremely apt and power-
ful. It tends towards the religious at all
times, and particularly it tends to that blunt
plainncss as to hypoerisy and cant and sham
of every kind in which our dear departed
masters Thackeray and Dickens took the
lead. But to eompare Mr, MacDonald with
either, or with both, would be unfsir. He
has not the same elements in him, He can-
not, if he would, write in their light, easy,
man-of-the-world style, which, like Saladin’s
scimetar, cuts deep and to the quick,

As his is now & considerable place among
us, I bave thought that a resume of his me-
tkod aud writings might aid in a fuller appre-
ciation of the wan's actual talent—not to sny
his genins of a certain sort.

His novels are, with one exception, Seotch

in scene, and with a great deal of the dialect
about them. Their central figure is mnch
the sume—a boy, who, while a hearty, active
lad, nevertheless has his fancies and his
thoughts, This fine fellow's life possesses
many points of humor—especially in “*Alec
Forbes'—and introdnces scenes and pictures
which are at times simply exquisite. This
education of the hero evolves the wmsthetio
from its lurking-place within him. A female
presence casts a halo of protecting beauty and
goodnees over his path,  He has stalwart male
friends—adherents of the cast-iron theology
of tha North, or else scapegraces of o droll
and facetions turn, in whom he deteots the
good beneath the bad. He generally befrionds
or finds in the horizon of his career some for-
saken boy, of a curious devotedness., Rela-
tives or near friends, of the pure Scottish
type, are around him, who, like Falooner's
grandmother, have warm hearts under bosoms
calmly ccld. And, as nearly as words can
nchieve it, we have s process of photography
going on from the day we set eéyes upon our
principal actor until he goes off the stage,
with the closing of the book,
BiFor all this, Mr. MacDonald's sabundant
observation, fruitful faney, and thorough sym-
pathy fit him excellently well. Leaving out
such eccentric persons as Count Halko, in
“David Elginbred,” whe practises mesmerism
and eleotrical bewilderments, his characters
stick to common facts, and invest ordinary
things with the charm of apicy conversation
and & minuteness which never degeneratos
into tedious recapitulation. Wit sparkles in
the speech of Cosmo Cupples as naturally as
a_brook laughs in the sun, and you may be
profoundly sure that the talk will ripple
ireshly up whénever any obstruction appears
in the channel.

Thke books axe of their own kind. They

are professedly of high intention—the later |

ones, by which T do not mean our latest
reprints, being the best. One eannot read
them without being stimulated to something
nobler and purer, for they may honestly be
called both, They are a mine of original and
qusint similitades, and their deep perceptions
of human natore are certainly remarkable,
To have realized some of the scenes as he
has, Mr. MacDenald must have known the
stndent-life of Aberdeen, and the boy-life of a
little Scoteh town, Nature, from smallest to
largest, must have been carefully under his
notice, And in the world, so wide as it is to
all of us, he has seen the little flower grow
up in a life, or the great storm sweap over it,
This is notably the case in the “‘Aunals of a
Quiet Neighborhood,” and its sequel, the
latter being by no means the best. Here he
is shown as a close pathologist. Disease of
mind and disease of body, as influsucing or
off.getting each other, he has acutaly studied.
As a matter of art, the London Spectator was
right when it onlled this application of know-
ledge in this book ‘‘something wonderful.”
The sentences semetimes are like the solilo-
gquy of one thinking aloud upon creation,
chaos, snd infinity. And of course, as this
is trom the clergyman's standpoint, Mr. Mao.
Bonald in freer, more patural, and (exoept in
#Alee Forbes") more successful here than
anywhere elso,
n the whole, My, George MacDondald is
& power slready, and will soon be a grealer
ope, If we fully agree with him, we shall
row enthusiastic over bis earnest defonss of
in idens. If wo differ from him, it will be
with the respeot due Lo an honorable opps-
penut whe hits hard,

and whom it rognirss
ekill and Lrsics Lo meet, Let it stand to hi

credit that in an age of loose literature he is
like Soott and Dickens and Thackeray, pure-
minded. He writes better English (because
more imaginative and loftier) than Charles
Reade, or any of that ilk, And while Wilkie
Colling ontdoes him in plot,he outdoes Wil-
kie Qollins and the rest of the plottors in de-
lichoy and sweetness of touch. But it is
alreacy too plain that (nnless he gets more
leisure) the work which he has done, and
which the world has on its bookshelves, will
be the best of his doing. Bhounld George
MaoDonald rise hereafter above thia present
point, high and good as it is, he will merit
and receive distingnished praise. And, asa
man hardly at the entrance of middle.life,
there is no reason why this should not be.
His hand has not lost its ennning, and his
eye is still nndimmed.

DR MACKENZIE'S “"LIFE OF DICKENS."

The *“‘Life of Charles Dickens,” by R. Shel-
ton Mackenzie, LL.D., published by T. B.
| Peterson & Brothers, is the best biogeaphy of

the deceased novelist that has yet appeared

either in the United States or in Eagland,
and we are glad to be able to announce that
it is meeting with an extensive sale. The

November number of Harper's Mayazine has

the following appreciative notice of this
| work:—

There is no American anthor, we hardly
know any English aathor, whom we wonld
pooner select to write a biography of Charles
Dickens than Dr. Shelton Mackenzie, For
over half a century he has lived in familiar
fellowship with the literati of his time. He
bas that peouliar cast of miad which seizes
upon significant incidents, treasures them up,
| and, as needed, reproduces them, Hae isg, too,
a literary critic—professionally so—and al-
though his eriticiswms are not and do not as-
sume to be profeund, they are pervaded by a
personalily, a sympathetic appreciation of the
writer's aim and spirit, & knowledge, in short,
of the man, which is, in some sense, the first
condition of either accurate or interesting
eriticism.  His eritieal writings, like his
conversational, are always lively, entertain-
ing,anecdotical. His *‘Life of Charles Dickens"
(. B. Peterson & Bros.) might almost be
termed reminiscences, It contains, of course,
a great deal we ell knew before. 'T'he birth,
the parentage, the first captivation of the
public by *‘Pickwick,” the order in which the
subsequent stories followed ench other,
their literary qualities and characteris-
tics; in all this thore is nothing with
which the newspapers have not already
familiarized us. Of the great novelist’s in-
terior life and character, of what he was in
his family and with his children, what in
society and in religious conviction and asso-
ciation, what not merely as an anthor, but as
a man, it tells us but little, Of that nnfor-
tunate but still inexplicable separation be-
tween himself and his wife it gives us really
no information, except the scanty and un-
satisfying information afforded long since by
Charles Dickens' public card. Bat of the
novelist as a novelist; of his habits of mind
and methods of composition; of the ourrent
criticism of his day; of the praise and blame
which his succeediog works provoked from
the crifies and the public; and especially of
the sources from which Dickens obtained his
power, Dr. Mackenzie tells usa good deal.
One secret of Dickens' success lay, doubtless,
in the faot that he made real characters sit for
the portraits which he drew, albeit he ideal-
ized them in the drawing. This we knew ba-
fore; but we did not know how to detect the
originals beneath the disguise. 7T his, in the
most entertaining chapter of the book, Dr.
Mackenzie explains to us, Tony Weller was a
coachman who used te drive between London
and Portsmonth. Tracy Tupman—a eertain
Mr. Winters—was a well-known JAabitue of
Hyde Park. The *“fat boy” existed in veri-
table flesh and blood, the servant of a gate.
keeper in Essex, between London and
Chelmsford, Mrs. Ann Ellis, who kept an
eating-hanse in Doctors' Comwmons, sat for
the portrait of Mrs. Bardell. Mr. Justice
Hlare{)eigh was hardly a caricature of Bir
Stephen Gaselee. The publication of “Oliver
Twist,” with its sharply-cut portraiture of
Mr, Fang, police magistrate, resulted in the
removal of A. 8, Laing, Esq., from the office
which, by his bratality, he disgraced, and
from which no previous pressure had sufficed
to eject him. All the world knew that the
Oheeryble Brothers were tho shadow: of the
Brothers Grant, cotton spinners and calico
printers near Manchester; but_ it is a new
revelation that the characteristics of Mrs,
Jobn Dickens, Charles’ mother, are unmis-

| takable in good, poor, doting, foolish
Mrs, Nickleby; while traits less ami.-
able, vet that awaken the friendly

feeling more akin to pity than contempt, in
Micawber and Turveydrop, were borrowed
from his father, who struggled throughont
life in perpetusl financial difficulty like the
one, but, like the other, never failed to main-
tain the dignity of his deportment, Mr,
| Bucket, the detective, passes for Inspector
| Field, under whose protecting escort the
great author made more than one tour of the
wretched regions he so grayhically deseribed.
The ram:nll[\: but sccomplished My, Julius
Slinkton, whose erimes in ““Huanted Down”
| surpass belief, is the exact juc simile of
Thomas Griffiths Wainwright, the story of
whose incredible orimes, penned by Mr,
Dickens himself, forms one of the papers
which help to swell Dr, Mackenzie's volume
to its goodly size of four hundrad and eighty-
four pages, Dr. Mackenzie has not altogether
done himsell justice. 'I'he public demand

a good book now, rather than a better book |

by-apd-by. And Dr, Mackenzie, writing to

supply the demand, has not permitted bhim. ;

pelf the necessary time to collect his material
| or to artange what he had collected. His
whole book, bégun, it is said, on the 14th of
June, was finished on the 23d of Jaly. Bat
though it is probable that some more elabo.
rate and thoroughly digested biography will
' supplant his work in the future, it is certain
that for the present want there isno biogra-
phy more unwrt&ininﬁ, and probably none
more aecurate, than that
Mackenzie has given to the American publie,

EXPLORATION OF THE WHITE NILE.

which Dr, Shelton |

The distinguished African explorer, Sir |

Bamuel Baker, has sent a letter to Bir Ilo.
derick Murchison describing his expedition

up to the 156th June last, and giving an inter. |

esting account of the present condition of the
| White Nile.
| Previous to his departure from Khartum,
he had been assuved that the CGrest White
| Nile had ceased to be a navigable river. It
| appeared that the floating rafts of marsh
| vegetation which, in 1865, enused an ob-
struction in the river between the months of
the Ghazal and Giraffe tributaries, having
been neglected by the Khartum suthorities,
bad increased so much as to form now an im-
wenetrable barrier, The vast masses of loat-
pg islands continually brought down by the
‘ gtream bad produced a new distriet many
| miles in extent, beneathh which Hows the car-
rent of the river., The slave traders, thus
shut out frow direet communisation with ths

'ficld of their enterprise, had, however, dis. |

p:

covercd a passage Lo Lthe river beyond the
barrir: by the Bahr-Giraffe, whioch proved
therc!vre to be an arm of the Nile, instead
of nu independent stream like the Sobat,
In lvaving Kbartum with his flotilla, Sir
Bnrinel resolved to ascand by this newly-dis-
cot ered passage.

He entered the lower month of the Giraffe
on the 17th Fehruary, in north latitude nine
degrees twenty-six minutes, The water was
ten feet deep, and the eurrent abont three
and a balfl miles an honr, with a breadth,
from bavk te Bavk, of about sixty yards,
At that time the river was abont five feet
below the high-water mark of the flood sea-
son. The stream was winding, and hala
mean course from the southwest. Four
smnll granitie lls formed good laadmarks in
the houndless flats within fifteen wiles of the
junetion, and fine forests borderad the river
for about thirty miles, diversified by plaing of
extremely fertils soil, As the expeditivn pro-
oeeded the woods eccased altogether, and the
steawors depended on the snpply of fuel
stored in the vessels in tow,

At a distance of ahont one hundred and
eighty miles np the Giraffe the dry land dis-
appeared, and thay sailed throngh a bonndless
wursh; the river marrowed, the oeurrent
diminished, and at length progress was
stopped altogether by a dense growvth of
high grass. "This was in latitude 7 degrees 47
minntes 46 seconds, and two handred and
seventy-two miles by dead revkoring from
the mouth. As the gnides assured him that a
passage really existed throngh this to the
main Nile, Sir Samuel set one thousand men
to work to cut a channel through the
obetructiou; aund, after thirty-two  days’
labor, & canal eight miles long was made,
but only to fiud the siream beyond
too shullow to float his steamers., e
compared the marsh grass to Slgar cane in
thickness and tonglness; and the tangled
confusion of deoaying vegetation beneath it,
to a depth of five or six feet, resembled a
mixture of fishing nets, ropes, mud sailors,
swabs, sponges, and oanes, sll compressed
together in a firm mass, beneath which the
water was from ten to twelve feet deep; whils
grass, about nine feet high, covered tha sur-
face as far as the eye conld reach from the
mast-head. In the clear river, beyond the
obstruction, dry laud appeared on seither
bank, and forests within two miles. Hards
of antelopes and buffaloes were on the plains,
and the nfles secured a supply of meat, which
was much needed.

From the point where the vessels grounded,
Bir Bamuel proceeded, with TLieutenant
Baker, in a small rowing-boat, hoping to find
decp water further abead, but he found the
river impassable, and conclnded that the
Ghrafie was only practicavle during the season
of flood. The whole flotilla of thirty-four
vessels furned back the way they had
come, and as the rainy season had set in,

utting an end to farther progress, he esta-

lished the equipment, from which he
wrote, at Towfikeeyn, near the junction of the
Giraffe with the Nile. He intended to re-
main here till November, and then, with all
his force of two thonsand men, cut a passage
through the obstruction in the main river,
on his way to Gondokoro, He spoke cheer-
fully of his prospects; hia stores werve all
safely warehonsed, and all his men in fair
health. Bince his*settlement at Towifikeeya
he bad liberated three hundred and five
slaves, who were being carried down the
river by slave dealers; half of them the
property of the Turkish Governor of one of
the Nile settlements.
